There are: some. who 
believe in Christ, but Christ. refused 
the water which was offered him and 
was afraid to .die, and. there. are a 
thousand Christs today who are better 
than Christ was then. The ministers 
tell you men have souls—lI've got a 
sole on my shoe.”
